New Delhi, the 6th September 1973 

O.SJt. 421(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred hy section 12 of the 
(Government Savings Certlflcates Act, 1959 (46 of 1969), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules, namely:— 

1. Short title, commencement and application.— (l) These rules may be called 
the National Savings Certificates (V Issue) Rules, 1973. 

(2)" They shall come into force on the 1st December, 1973. 

(3y They shall apply to National Savings Certificates (V Issue). 

2. Definlttona.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(1) “Act" means the Government Savings Certlflcates Act, 1969 (46 of 
1969); 

(il) “Certificates” means National Savings Certificate (V Issue); 

(ill) “Form" moans a Form appended to these rules; 

(iv) "Government company” means a company a® defined In section 617 of 

the Companies Act, 1950 (l of 1966); 

(v) “Identity slip’’ means an Identity slip Issued to a holder of a certificate 

under rule 11; 
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(vi) “old certificate” means a certificate issued under the Post Office Saving 
Certificates Rules, 1960 or the National Savings Certificates (First 
Issue) Rules 1965; 

(vil) "post office” means any post office in India doing Savings Bank work, 

3. Denomlnatloiis In which certificates shall he Issued-^ —^National Savings 
Certificates (V Issue) shall be issued in denomination of Es. 10, Rs. 60 and Rs. 100. 

4. Types of Certificates and Issue thereof.— (1) The certificate shall be of the 
following types, namely:—• 

(a) Single Holder Type Certificates; 

(b) Joint ‘A’ Type Certificates; and 

(c) Joint 'B' Type Certificates. 

(2) (a) Single Holder Type Certificates may be issued to an adult for himself 
or on behalf of a minor or to a minor. 


(b) Joint ‘A’ Type Certificates may be Issued to tWo adults payable to both 
holders Jointly or to the survivor; 

(c) Joint ‘B’ T 3 rpe Certificates may be l,ssued jointly to two adults payable to 
either of the holders or the survivor, 

6. Purchase of Certificates. —Certificates may be purchased for any amount. 

6, Procedure for Purchase of Certificates. —^Any person desiring to purchase 
a certificate shaU present on or after the 1st October, 1973 an application in Form 
I (obtainable free at all post oflfices) either in person or through his messenger 
or an authorised agent of the Small Savings Scheme. 

7. Legal Tender.—^Payment for the purchase of a certificate may be made k) 
a post office In any of the following modes, namely:— 

(i) Cash; 

(ii) a cheque, pay order or demand draft; 

(iil) duly signed withdrawal form together with the pass book lor with¬ 
drawal from the post office savings bank account; 

(Iv) surrender of a matured old certificate duly discharged as follows 
“Received payment through issue of fresh certificates vide application 
attached”. 


8. Issue of Certificates. —(1) On payment being made under rule 7, a certlflcat 
shaR normally be Issued immediately and except as otherwise provided in these 
rules, the date of such certificate shall be the date of Its Issue: 

Provided that when payment Is made by means of a cheque, pay order or 
demand draft, a certificate shall not be issued before the proceeds of the cheque, 
pay order, or demand draft are reah'sed. 

(2) If for any reason a certificate cannot be issued immediately, a provisional 
receipt shall be given to the purchaser which may later be exchanged for a certi¬ 
ficate and in such a case the date of certificate shall be the date of the provisional 
receipt. 

9. Certificate In lieu of Pro.lects of Old Certlficat©.— A holder of an old certi¬ 
ficate entitled to encash that certificate may make an application in Form 1 for 
the grant of a certificate under these rules; on receipt of such an application 
there shall be Issued to the appEcant a certificate under these rules, the date of 
issue being the date on which the old certificate matured. 

10. Irregular Holdings. —(1) Any certificate purchased or acquired in contra¬ 
vention of these rule.s shall be encashed by the holder as soon as the fact of the 
hiding being in contravention of 'these rules, ig discovered and no interest shall 
bd- paid on any holding in contravention of these rules. 

(2) If any Interest has been paid on any holdiiw which is in 'contravention 
of these rules, It shall be forthwith refunded to the Government falling which the 
Government shall be entitled to recover the amoimt involved from any money 
payable by the Government to the investor or as an arrear of land revenue. 
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11. Identity slip. —(1) If a request for issue of an identity slip is made at an 
time by an individual adult holder of a certificate including a holder on behalf 
of a minor or by Joint holders to the Post Master of the post ofQce where the certiT 
flcate stands registered, an identity slip shall be issued to such holder or holders 
on his or their signing the identity- slip- 

(2) The identity slip shall be surrendered at the time of the final discharge of 
the certificate or in case of its loss, a declaration of such loss shall he furnished 
to the post office in the form laid down by the Director General, Posts and Tele¬ 
graphs. 

12. Transfer from one Post Office to another.—(1) ^ certificate may be trans¬ 
ferred from Post Office at which it stands registered, to any other Post Office on 
the holder or holders making an application in the form laid down hy the Director 
General, Posts and Telegraphs, at either of the two Post Offices. 

(2) Every such application shall be signed by the holder or holders thereof; 

Provided that In the case of a Joint Certificate the Application may be 

signed by one of the holders If the other is dead. 

13. Transfer of Certlflcate from one Person to another. —(1) A certificate may 
be transferred with the previous consent in writing of an officer of the Post office 
as specified below (hereinafter referred to in these rules as authorised Postmaster).

(2) An authorised Postmaster shall give his consent to the transfer of a certi¬ 
ficate only if the following conditions are satisfied, namely;^— 

(a) The transfer of the certificate is effected after the expiry of one year 
from the date of Issue or where the transfer Is effected before that 
period, the transfer falls under any of the following categories, 
namely:— 

(i) transfer to a near relative out .'of natural love and affection; 

Explanation.—‘Near relative' means a husband, wife, lineal ascendant or 
descendent, Brother, or sister. 

(li) transfer in the name of the hefir of the deceased holder; 

(ill) transfer from a holder to a court of law or to any other person under 
the orders of a court of law; 

(iv) transfer in accordance with rule 15, and 

(v) transfer In the name of the survivor In the event of the death of one 

of the joint holders. 

Cb) An application for the transfer is made in the form laid down by the 
Director General, Posts and Telegraphs. Every such application shall 
be signed by the holder or holders thereof; 

Provided that In the case of a Joint Type Certificate the application may 
be signed by one of the holders if the other Is dead. 
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(3) Without prejudice to the provisions ol sub-rule (21, an authorised Post^ 
master shaU give his consent to the transfer of a certiflcaie held on behalf of a 
minpr only, If at the time of the proposed transfer, a parent or the guardian 
referred to In sub-clause (il or as the case may be, sub-clause (11) of clause (b) 
of section 6 of the Act, certifies, in writing, that the minor is alive and that such 
transfer Is in his Interest. 

(4) In every case of transfer, other than a transfer under rule 15 the original 
certificate shall be duly discharged and the new certificate bearing the same date 
as that of the original certificate surrendered shall be Issued in uie name of the 
transferee. 

14. Transfer from Single Hol^g to Joint Bolding and vlpe versa.—Subject to 

the provisions contained in sub-rule (1) of rule 13, on an application to this effect 
being made; — 

(a) a certificate In the name of a single holder may be tranferrod to the 

Joint names of the holder and any other person; 

(b) a certificate in the names of joint holders may be transferred to the 

name of one of the Joint holders. 

15. Fledging of Certlfloate.—(1) On an application being made In the form laid 
down by the Director General, Posts and Telegraphs by the transferor and the 
transferee, Postmaster of the office of registration may at any time permit the 
transfer of any certificate as security to— 

(a) the President of India or Governor of a State in his ofladal capacity; 

(b) the Reserve Bank of India or a scheduled bank, or a Co-operative 

Society including g. co-operative bank; 

(c) a corporation or a Government company; and 

(d) a local authority: 

Provided that the transfer of a certificate purchased on behalf of a minor shall 
not be permitted under this sub-rule unless the purchaser of the certificate certi¬ 
fies that the minor Is aHve and the transfer Is for the benefit of the minor. 

(2) When any certificate Is transferred as security under sub-rule (1), the 
Postmaster of the office of registration shall make the following endorsement on 
tne certificate, namely:—■ 

"Transferred as security. 

(3) Except as otherwise provided In these rules, the transferee of a certificate 
under this rule shall, until It Is re-transferred under sub-rule (4), be deemed to 
be the holder of the certificate. 


, A certificate transferred under sub-rule (2) may, on the written authority 
of the pledgee, be re-transferred with the previous sanction in writing of the 
authorised Postmaster and when any such re-tranler is made, the Postmaster of 

shall make the following endorsement on the certificate, 

"Re-transferred to ....»

(5) Where as a result of several endorsements made under sub-rules (2) and 
(4) on a certificate, no space Is left for making further endorsements of a like 
character on that certificate, a fresh certificate may be issued by the Postmaster 
of the office of re^stration In lieu of such certificate, 

(6) A fresh certificate issued under sub-rule (5) shall be treated as equivalent 
to the certificate In lieu of which It haa been issued for aU the purposes of these 
rules. 

16. Replacement of lost or destroyed certificate.—(1) If a certificate Is lost, 

stolen, destroyed, mutilated or defaced, the person or persona entitled thereto 
may apply for the Issue of a duplicate certificate to the post office, where the 
certificate Is registered or at' any 'other post office in whlqh case the application 
will be forwarded to the post office of registration. 

(2) Every such application shall be accompanied by;— 

(a) a statement showing particulars, such as, number, amount and date of 

the certificate and the circumstances attending such loss, theft, des¬ 
truction, mutilation or defacement; 

(b) an identity slip, If any. 

(3) If the otRcer In charge of the post office of registration is satisfied of the 
loss, theft, destruction, mutilation or defacement of the certificate, he shall Issue 
a duplicate certificate in the form laid down by the Director General, Posts and 
Telegraphs on the applicant's furnishing an indemnity bond in the form laid down 
by the Director General, Posts and Telegraphs with one or more approved sureties 
or with a bank's guarantee; 

Provided that where the face value or the aggregate face value of the certifi¬ 
cate or certificates lost, stolen, destroyed, mutilated or defaced Is Re. 500 or less, 
a duplicate certificate or certificates may be issued on the applicant furnlshlni 
an Indemnity bond without any such surety or guarantee; 

Provided further that where such application is made with respect to a certi¬ 
ficate mutilated or defaced, of whatever face value, a duplicate certificate may b« 
issued without any such Indemnity bond surety or guarantee, it the certificate 
mutilated or defaced and the identity slip, if any, are surrendered and the certi¬ 
ficate Is capable of being Identified as the' one originally Issued. 

(4) A duplicate certificate Issued under sub-rule (3) shall be treated as equi¬ 
valent to the original certificate for all the purposes of these rules except that It 
shall not be encashable at a Post Office other than the Post Office at which such 
certificate Is registered without previous verification. 

17 . Nomlnatloii.—(l) 'The holder of a Single Type Certificate referred to In 
clause (a) of sub-rule (2) of rule 4 may nominate any person who. In the event 
of his death, shall become entitled to the certificate and to the payment of the 
amount due thereon, by flUlng in necessary particulars in Form 1 at the time of 
purchasing the certificate. If such a holder does not fill the necessary particulars 
regarding nomination in Form 1 at the time of purchasing the certificate, he may 
at any time after the purchase of the certificate but before the maturity thereof, 
make an application in Form 2 to the Posmaater of the office at which the certi¬ 
ficate stands registered, nominating any person who in the event of his death 
shall become entitled to the certificate and to the payment of the amount due 
thereon: 

Provided that the holder shall not be entitled to nominate more than one 
person. 

(7,) No nomination shall be made In respect of a certificate applied for and held 
by or on behalf of a minor. 

(31 A nomination made by the holder of a certificate under this rule may bo 
cancelled or varied by submitting an application in Form 3 affixing postage stamps 
2: specified in sub-rule tS) of rule 23 together with the certificate to 

the Postmaster of the post office at which the certificate stands registered. 

Not*.—S eparate application shall be made in respect of certificates regie- 
tered at different times. 
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(4) The nomination or the cancellation of a nomination or the variation of a 
nomination shall be effective from the date it is registered In the post office which 
date shall be noted on the certificate. 


18. When ^<^able—(1) Except as provided in sub-rule (2) a National 
bavings Certificate (V Issue) of any denomination may be encashed at any time 
after the expiry of 3 yearg from the date of issue. 

(2) A certificate may be encashed before its period of non-encashabllltj under 
any of the following circumstances, namely; — 


(a) on the death of the holder or both the holders in the case of a joint 

holding; 

(b) on forfeiture by a pledgee being a Gazetted Government officer, where 

the pledge is In conflrmity with the provisions Of these rules; 

(c) when the certificate has been Issued in contravention o£ these rules; 

and 

(d) where ordered by a court of law. 

19. Place of encashment.—^A certificate shall be encashable at the post office 
at which it stands registered; 


Provided that a certificate may be encashed at any other post office if the 
offlcer-Jn-cbarge of that post office Is satl.sfled on production of identity slip or 
on verification from the office of it.s registration that the person presenting the 
certificate for encashment Is entitled thereto. 

20. IMscharge of Certificates,—(1) The person entitled to receive the amount 
due under a certificate shall, on its encashment, sign on the back thereof In token 
of having received the payment. 

(2) In the case of a certificate purchased on behalf of a minor who has since 
attained majority, the certificate shall be signed by that person himself, but his 
signature shall be attested either by the person who purchased it on his behalf 
or by any other person who is known to the Postmaster. 

(3) A certificate of discharge may be issued by the post office to any person 
encashing a certificate on payment of the lee specified in clause (Hi) of sub-rule 
(1) of rule 28. 

21. Encashment of MinoFs Certificate,— (1) A person encashment a certificate 
on behalf of a minor shall furnish a certificate that the minor is alive and that 
the money is required on behalf of the minor. 

- (2) When the nominee Is a minor, the person appointed under sub-section (3) 
of section 6 of the Act while encashing the certificate, shall furnish a certificate 
that the minor is alive and that the money Is required on behalf of the minor, 

22. Payment to Heirs.—(1) For the purposes of sub-section (4) of section 7 of 
the Act the authorities named below shall be competent to sanction claims upto 
the limit noted against each on the death of the holder of the certificate, without 
producion of . the probate of his will or letter? of administration of his estate or 
succession certmcate granted under the Indian Succession Act, 1925 (39 of 1925); —

(2) A declaration shall be furnished by the claimant that to the befit of his 
knowledge, there exist no other certificates in the name of the deceased other 
than those for which payment Is sought and that if subsequently any more such 
certificates be found in excess of the value of Rs. 5,000 legal evidence of heirship 
as required by the post office wiU be produced. 
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23. Encashment of Certificate held by Army anfi Air Force Personnel.— * Where 
dn the death of desertion of any person holding a certificate and subject to the 
Army Act, 19,‘iO (46 of 1950), or the Air Force Act, 1950 (45 of igSO), the Com- 
manding Officer) of the Corps department, detachment or unit to which the 
deceased or deserter belonged, or the Committee of Adjustment as the case may 
be. sends under section 3 read with .section 4 of the Army and Air Force (Disposal 
of Private Property) Act, 1950 (40 of 1950), a requisition to the officer-in-charge 
of the post office where the certificate stands registered, to pay to him or it, 
the amount due under the certificate, the officer of the post office shall be bound 
to comply with such requisition, 

24. Right of Nominees. — (1) In the event of the death of the holder of a certi¬ 
ficate, in respect of which a nomination Is in force, the nominee or nominees 
shall be entitled at any time before or after the maturity of the certificate to; 

(a) encash the certificate; or 

(b) sub-divide )the certificate In appropriate denominations in favour iof 

individual nominees or two adult nominees Jointly. 

(21 For the purpose of sub-rule (1), the surviving nominee or nominees shall 
make an application to the postmaster of the office of registration, supported by 
proof of death of the holder and of a deceased nominee If any. 

(3) If there art more nominees than one, all the nominees shall give a joint 
discharge of the certificate at the time of receiving payment or sub-dlvlslon. 

Note. —When there is a nomination in favour of a single nominee or two adult 
nominees the post office of registration may. on an application made in that behalf, 
issue a fresh certificate in the name of such nominee or nominees Jointly as the 
case may he. 

25. Conversion from one Denomination to Another.— (1) Certificates of lower 
denomination may be exchanged for a certificate or certificates of higher denomi¬ 
nation of the same face value or a certificate of higher denomination may be ex¬ 
changed for certificates of lower denomination of the same face value. 

(2) The date of Issue of the exchanged certificate shall be the same as that 
of the original certificate surrendered and not the date on which It is exchanged. 

20. Amoulnt payable on discharge of certificate.—(1) The amount (including 
Interest) payable on certificates of different denominations after each completed 
year of retention shall be as in the following table, namely; —

27. Income-tax.—Interest on these certiftcatea will be liable to tax under the 
Income-tax Act, 1961 (43 of 1961), but no tax will be deducted at the time of pay¬ 
ment of the discharge value of the certificate. 
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28. Fee 0 .—(1) A fee of twenty .five palse shall be chargeable lii respect of the 
following tranaactlons, namely:— 

(i) transfer of a certificate from one person to another (other than a tranter 
under rule 14. or transfer from the name of a deceased holder tonls 
heir or from a holder to court of law or to any other person under 
the orders of a court of law, or transfer made imder rule 15 or trans¬ 
fer referred to in sub-clause (v) of clause (a) of sub-rule (2) of rule 13; 

(11) issue of a duplicate certificate under rule 16; 

(hi) issue of a certificate of discharge under rule 20; 

(Iv) conversion from one denomination to another under rule 25. 

(2) A fee of fifty palse shall be chargeable on every application for registra¬ 
tion of nomination, or of any variation in nomination or cancellation thereof; 

Provided that no fee shall he charged on an application for registration of the 
first nomination. 

29. Responsibility oif the Post Office.—^The post ofllce shall not be responsible for 
any loss caused to a holder by any person obtaining possession of a certificate and 
fraudulently encashing It. 

30. Eectlfioatlon. of Mistake.—The Director General, Posts and Telegraphs, or 
the Postmaster General or Heads of Postal Divisions in their respective jurisdic¬ 
tions, may, either suo motu or upon an application by any person interested 1* 
any certificate issued in pursuance of these rules, rectify any clerical or arithmeti¬ 
cal mistakes with respect to that certificate, provided that does not involve any 
financial loss to the Government or to any such person.
